JURISDICTION TO JUSTICES IN 
crVii. SUITS. 

The Bill lb/it was read a «ccond time op 
Wednesday last will, if passed iu ila pruseul 
ihapo, import into our colonial system of ju- 
risprudence Beveral noTelties at present un- 
known to the English low. In the Brsf place, 
giving a civil juri diction to Justicos of the 
Peace (although not without precedent in the 
colonies) id entirely opposed lo Ihe practice 
now prevailing in England ; and to tho tenor 
of legislature, iu respect to recovery of dobts 
of any amount, great or small, n ith tho sim.- 
plo exception of claim3 for wages, and the 
institution of a system ol arrest on vicsne 
process for a debt of 850 is entirely repug- 
nant to all modern legislation, as also 
tho power intended to bo given to Consta- 
bles, by clause 33, which authorizes them 
lo commit n. debtor to jail. Indeed it is a 
power that was nevor recognized or given by 
the English law, even in tho most rigorous 
days of imprisonment for debt. 

We perfectly concur with tho sentiment 
expressed in the second clause of the preamble. 
There can be no doubt whatever that the ac- 
cumulation of business in the courts hold in 
Victoria causes gr»at delay in tho col- 
lection of small dobts, but if anyone 
can hold the opinion that tho transfer 
of the jurisdiction in snmmary rjuits from 
Ihe Chiof Justice to the Police Magis- 
tral in Victoria, would facilitate tho de- 
spatch of business, let him attend at the 
Police Court on tho trial of any wages suit, 
and ho will speedily loarn that the justices of 
tho peace have no mngio powor of disposing 
of tho cases that come before them with a 
rapidity that does not appertain to civil 
judges. 

This bill, howsvar, can hardly ba taken to 
apply to Victoria at all, for it does not repeal 
tne present jurisdiction of the Inferior Court 
of Civil Justico of Vancouver Island as es- 
tablished under Orders in Council of 1B5C, 
and only proposes to give to a single justice 
of the peace, concurrent jurisdiction with the 
Chief Justice over claims of less than #106, 
and to two justices tho same concurrent juris- 
diction in cases up to S'250. 

Will this, we ask, be an effectual remedy 
against the evils enumerated in the preamble 
so far as the inhabitants of this city are con- 
cern«d ? Will it in point of fact put an end 
lo the delay at present exiting in the courts, 
or prevent debtors loaviiigTTie colony without 
paying their debts ? for we cannot Bee thai any 
other evils are therein pointed out which affect 
debtors or creditors who reside in this city. 
By giving a concurrent jurisdiction over sums 
of similar valuo it is inoro likely to orcato 
confusion, and would necessitate, in order lo 
give any effect at all to its provisions, the 
constant attendance of a second stipendiary 
magistrate in the city. It would bo very 
well to pass a short act, giving tho magis- 
trates in all the districts named in the seoond 
clause ol tho bill, except the first, which is 
designated Victoria District, and comprisos 
Victoria city and district, Esquimalt, Saun- 
ich, Metcbosin, Highland and Sooke, Ihe 
same jurisdiction which the judge of tho 
Inferior Court of Victoria can exercise 
within his district. It is csiential to the 
speedy recovery of debts and claims that 
Borne new arrangement should be made for 
the Small Debts Courts, but we trust that the 
House of Assembly will hear tho bill which 
is to be introduced by tho member for Sail 
Spring read, before agreeing to the first clause 
of " Tne Magistrate's Court Act." The latter 
would bo found ineffectual for Victoria Dis- 
trict without a supplemental act defining the 
right of tho judge of the present Inferior 
Court to adjudicato in cases brought before 
him, and whioh, iu spito ol the Justices 
Act, would still be brought before him, and 
it will be labor and trouble thrown away 
lo discuss lho merits of an Act which 
does not provide ono specific remedy in all 
summary suits. What a glorious state of con- 
fusion would ariso if Jones were to summon 
Smith in the Magistrate's Court for 8200 for 
goods sold, and Smith iu preference to filing 
hia set off for the same amount for work and 
labor, brings a cross action in the Summary 
Court for the samo amount. There ia nothing 
to prevent both parties getting a judgment. 

It is not our intention on the present occa- 
sion lo go seriatim through tho clauses of 
this bill. We shall take an opportunity of 
doing so hereafter, if tho Committee of the 
Whole House ever go so far as to paeB the 
first and second olausos. Wo must, however, 
draw attention to a few ol the clauses, which 
strike us as excessively novel. In the first 
place clause 4th, whioh provides that ''jus- 
tices shall have no power to sue executors or 
administrators," would placo any justico of 
Ihe peace in tb> colony iu a very peculiar 
position, if ho happoned lo havo a claim 
against the executor or administrator of a 
deceased party. This statute would prevent 
nis recovering it. 

Theprinciploof arrest on memt process or 
capais lor small amounts, wo do not approve of, 
and we are glad to find thai tho bill does not give 
any power to a Magistrate to erder the ar- 
rest of any debtor on a capias ad responden- 
dum ; although, from many of the clauses in 
the act referring lo the issuing of tho writ of 
tapias, and Irom the schedule containing 
some forms with rolerenco to writs of capias, 
we shonld suppose that Ihe framer ol the Bill 
had either intended to givo the power, or bad 
supposed it to be inherent In all Justices of 
the Peace. If such a power had existed, or 
had been given by any p.evious clause of 
tho Act, the 9th clause would have provided 
ample time for the defendant to make ar- 
rangements for tho payment of his debt, or 
for leaving the district us he might think 
proper, as it compels tho Constable to serve 
a copy of the capias Oi^the defendant at least 
five days before the return day thereof. 
- An Aot for the establishment and regula- 
iion of any court ol justico requires very 
careful framing, and few but practical law- 
yers can hope to succeed in drawing even a 
Passable Bill, iu the present inelanco we 
cannot trace any evidence of legislation 
the clauses of tho Bill. Tlmso who rsally 
wish tho small debt courts to rsmain as they 
M0 could not do better thau support 
the Justices' Act as it is, as its passage would 
hardly affect the present system a t all. 
PUBLIC AMUSEMENTS. 

We cannot fail to -bo reminded at this ses- 
i„n of the complaint so general in former 
vears.and to which we have more than onco 
deemed it our- duty to advert, of the ex- 
cessive dullness of Victoria as a winter resi- 
dence for the miners. Is it impossible that 
wo shall ever lose tho utigraa? Wo had ten 
turo d to hope a short time ago that the char- 
act.rof our city wag in a fair way to be re. 
deemed in this particular , but |wo bate 
.carcely arrived at tho er.d of the Christmas 
holidays, and wo havo not one legitimate 
pUce'ol amusement opr,n. It is true that 
private entertainments and friendly aud bo- 
oial gatheriPgs appear to have increased in 
umber as oompared with former year., but 
this is not sufficient to make Victoria attrao. 



live lo those who have money to spend. It 
certainly is a matter of surprise thai the 
inhabitants of Victoria cannot support a 
good company at the theatre. We have had 
amongst us for some time past, a theatrical 
company of no mean talent, and it is impos- 
sible to regard the miserable support which 
has been accorded them with any feeling but 
regrel. It has sometimes been alleged that 
the public entertainments in this city are 
uot of a character which are worthy of pub- 
lie patronage and support, and if such wero 
tho case, wo could hardly expect that Ihe 
public should fuel much interest in 
tho performances; but whuu we find the 
public equally careless in supporting the 
efforts of those wlio have every talent nnd 
qualification necessary for the duo rendering 
of the histrionio art, wo can only come to 
Ihe oonclusion that there 13 no appreciation 
of the ' buskin" amongst our citizens, and yet 
they are not slow lo crowd ihe houso wheu 
any special causos attract thoir attention lo 
tho performances. This is in leality a sub- 
ject not unworthy of tho consideration of our 
busines men, for as surely as Victoria onco 
gains the uncnviabls notoriety of not being 
able to support a Biugle theatre, so surely will 
she cease to hold her own against Ssn Prnn- 
cisco, as a winter residence for thoso who 
havo no absoluto business to detain them 
here for tho winter. Some effort should be 
made not only to keep Mr. Ward and hia 
talonted company amongst us, but also lo 
make tho latter part of his season so pros- 
perous as to compensate in Borno measure for 
the want of success of Ihe commencement. 

In no age since tliu first establishment of 
Ihe Roman Empire has the drurna been 
wholly neglected in any country, nnd in the 
largest and most prosperous cities of the 
world in all succeeding ages the theatres 
have had a prominence accorded to them 
which shows that thoy havo been liberally 
supported. With such oxamploi before Ihem 
surely the citizens cf Victoria might do woreo 
than encourago the legitimate drama.

A MINISTERIAL COUNCIL. 



In a new and small colony like this, where 
the Legislature is necessarily few in numbers, 
and there are no political parties of I sufficient 
strength und importance to whom might be 
entrusted tho carrying on of the Government, 
it may be desirable to strengthen the bauds 
of the Executive, and facilitate the tiuus- 
aftion of public business by some other 
means. The notice of a motion for the ap- 
pointment of a Ministerial Council for in- 
itiating and carrying on the public business 
in the Legislature, seems to have beeu brought 
forward with this intention. Tho notice wus 
given by Mr. Burmitr? three months ago, but 
ior some unexplained reason it bus beeu al- 
lowed to remain inert until Wednesday last, 
whin the Speaker announced that the subject 
would be brought hefoie the I louse to-day. 
The honorable mover proposes to address 
the Governor requesting him to nppoiul tho 
iCouneil, doubtless following the system us 
in force in Jamaica and some of the other 
West India Islands. Iu tbe&o colonies the 
"Administrative Committee," as it is there 
called, consists ol from three to live members 
chosen by the Governor fsom the Legislative 
Council and Assomblv, nnd presided over by 
£ijra. Their duties are to introduce anil sup- 
port all Government measures. In Priueo 
Edwaid's Island n somewhat similar body 
body exitts, with this important difference) 
however, thai ihe members are elected by the 
peoplo for a term of years, from regular elec- 
toral districts, and do not hold seats in cither 
of tke other branches of the legislature. The 
utility of something of tho kind contemplated 
by this motion seems apparent. By means 
of the proposed Council, government mea- 
sures may be brought forward in a moro 
complete and satisfactory form than has too 
frequently been tho caae, and much time and 
labor saved in ihe Legislature. A strong 
Goverument parly will also thus be formed 
in the House, capablo of exerting a powerful 
influence ou the measures introduced eithnr 
by themselves or by private members, and 
fbia fact leads us to consider the propriety of 
making tha Council responsible to tho popu 
lar branch of the Legislature, Unless this 
be done, tho evils ol irresponsible govern- 
ment will be only augmented, by thus 
strengthening the Government without adding 
a corresponding check in the Legislature. 
Possibly Ihe lion, mover of the measure may 
contemplate the introduction in his motion of 
a provision to that effect, but at any rate we 
ore satisfied a majority of the members will 
be unwilling to aid in tho formation of such a 
party iu the House unlosj a sufficient rheck 
is at Ihe same lime guaranteed. .Meanwhile 
tho debate on the subject will be looked for 
with much interest.

Tim Legislative Council. — There is a 
mystery about the proceedings of this body 
which lends to soma extent to invest its do- 
ings with mora or loss interest, especially 
where a measure of moro than usual public 
importance is under their consideration. Oc- 
casional glimpses of what is passing in re- 
view bclora those " potent, grave and rever- 
end signiors" are afforded to tho public, and 
have the effect of iocrensing the desire to 
know a little more of the operations thus 
quietly carried on. For instance, it is ru- 
mored about town that the bill to enable co- 
lonial burristors and attorneys to practice in 
our law courts is not unlikely to be shelved, 
through the persevering and determined ef- 
forts of a prominent legal member of the 
Council.

Tho ground has 
been surveyed by a government surveyor. 
The out-croppings, which are Uaccablo for 
a long distance, are pronounced by compe- 
tent judges to be of the most promising de- 
scription. An engineer and tro men wore 
sent up on tho Emily Harris io commence 
opening the seam.

The Coroner Stoppins a Funeral Cok- 
teok. — Wa are requested by tha Coronor to 
correct a statement which uppcureil in the 
columns of our contemporary of yesterday 
morning, headed " Inquest." Frotn it the 
Coroner's notion would appear to exhibit u 
great want of prudence and humanity 
whereas, the contrary is tha caso when the 
whole story is told. Wo are informed that 
as soon as tha death of Mr. und Mrs. Stephen's 
child was reported, Superintendent Smith dij- 
patched nn officer to acquaint them that an 
inquobt w mid bo held ut ono o'clock the 
same day. The officer then summoned a ju- 
ry. Notwithstanding nil this, the authority 
of the officer was disregarded, and they pro- 
ceeded to the city with the body. The Cor- 
oner, on his way to hold the inquest, to his 
great surpriso met tho funeral, mid instead 
of directing ihe body ts be taken back to 
tbo place where, by warrant, legally issued, 
tho inquest should have been held ; and 
where, at that very time, the jurors wero as- 
sombled, awaiting the inquest, ho kindly 
consented to have it brought into Ihe 
first house, so that tho procession might not 
be detained. We believe that in ull acci- 
dents which result in death within a year, 
th i act under which Coroners hold inquests, 
provides that inquests shall beheld upon the 
tiodins. It is to be regretted, therefore, under 
these circumstances, that Iho body of Iho 
poor child should huvo been removed with- 
out compliance wilh the Curouer's instiuc- 
tious. Tho act referred to requires inquests 
to be held by the Coroner, in the following 
cases, viz : All casualties by which doath 
ensues ; all suddon deaths ; all violent deaths; 
persons found dead ; persons dying in pri- 
son ; lunatics who die by suicide, nod fel- 
ons, of themselves. This is a general expo- 
sition of the law, ns regards the duty ol the 
Coroner.

Editor British Colonist — Sir. :— Can 
you or any of your readers inform me on 
what work the chatogang — or more politely, 
Pemberton's Corps of Civil [Criijiuoers — are 
at prtseatjongagod ? Happening to stroll 
alo.ig tho beach about throe weeks ago, I 
came upon u party of a dozen or fifteen men 
'• held to compulsory servico." with their olii - 
-ors, iu a bay a littlo beyond CI iver I'oin . 
They were at work on the shore, or rather 
were resting from their toil iu iho enjoyment 
of their tiountide bivouac, but hud apparent- 
ly, been employed in dragging drift logs up 
from the sei. Passing tbe same spot yester- 
day I again saw them zealously resting ns 
before, but surrounded by a greater number 
of drift logs, and cleur evidences of recent 
work in sundry heaps of fresh chips. Now, 
being of an inquisitive turn of mind, I lell 
into a speculation as to what was going on. 
At first I thought that, with n praiseworthy 
regard to health, tho men wen! daily marched 
out for exercise; and that hauling the logs 
was simply performed for amusement. But 
thut would not do, because the logs were be- 
ing shaped and titled evidently for some pur- 
pose — perhaps a fortification to be built, or a 
or was it intended to construct a 
niojly gravelled road which runs around the 
property of a few firtun.ito individuals wilh 
the heath, aud so to afford a pleasant drive 
to the son. But as the more I speculated the 
more I got muddled, I thought 1 would jusi 
pun tho question to you. 

As tl.o streets of our city are in such a safe 
tnd comfortable condition that nothing bet- 
ter can be desired, of course it would be un- 
wise in our magisterial authorities to allow 
thesu men lo meddle with them, and it was 
therefore kind to think ol a few proprietors 
in tho suburbs. But when tho men have 
finished their present job, and as there is 
nothing for thorn lo do in the city, could they 
not ba employed in outline mads to open up 
tho Island ! In a recent debate iu the House 
of Assembly ono honorable member sug- 
gesicd, 1 think, that £11,000 a year would be 
better expended in cutting a trunk road 
through the Island, thus opening up the coun- 
try to immigration, than in subsidizing steam- 
ers direct lo Panama. A wise suggestion 
and one which must ere long be acted upon, 
unless wfl mean Vancouver Island lo remain 
a terra incognita, aud intend to perpetuate 
the good old policy of the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany in obstructing its colonisation, if, how- 
over, wo should wake up to Ihe necessity of 
road making, might not our convict labor bo 
made available ns far i.s it will extend. In 
other colonies, very important services have 
boon derived from this source. Why should 
it not be so in this. tj.

A Gro?t Waterfall. 

A detachment oT troop rocently scouting 
in Iho Valley of the Snake, or Lewis Pork 
of tho Columbia, discovered a waterfall 
which is jiiilly entitled to tho distinction of 
being culled the greatest in the world. The 
ontira volume cf Snake river fours over a 
sheer precipice one hundred cud ninety- 
eight feet high, thirty-eight feet higher than 
the^Niagsrn. Snake river is full as large as 
the Niagara, and the cascade is one solid 
sheet or body. 

Tho locality of this immense waterfall is 
neni the point heretofore designated as the 
Greal Shoshone, or Salmon Falls ol that 
rirar, but they have always been enveloped 
iu mystery. 

Almost a dozen years ago the writor pass- 
ed along the Snake river road. For two days 
ho heurd tho roaring of those falls, but learn- 
ed no more respecting them 'lian if they had 
been in the moon. It was said that theie 
was a series uf falls and rapids, making a 
descent of seven hundred feet in suven miles, 
and the sound gave color to the report. 

Por hundreds el miles across ili.il groat 
plain Snake river flows through a ennon with 
vertical walls, hundreds of lout high. It Is 
only at long intervals thai salient poih |a*e 
found by which Iho river can bo roaolied. 
The road crosses Irom point to point of Hie 
bends, only approaching clise to the river 
where there is a chance to descend for water. 
Prom tliesa facts very few, if any, of tho tens 
of thousands of adventurers that have crossed 
the plains ever looked upon I he Great Falls. 
The disooverors report besides the main 
oalaraot, many other:' of less heiglil varying 
from twenty lo fifty feet each — no.,r by. 
Some day they will be visited by tho tourist 
and pleasure seeker, and looked upon as fre- 
quently and familiarly as Niagara is to day ; 
and it will be admitted that with the stu- 
pendous grandeur of Ihoir surroundings, they 
are as far beyond Niagara, ns Niagara now 
oxeels the balance of tho world. — Overland 
Press. 

Tin: Matchless Mountain.-— Fusiya ma 
ou tlu; Bay of Feddo, rising in n cone-like 
form, noxt. became for a short lime visible, its 
summit crowned with pure snow, contrasting 
wilh the dark color of the roeks iu the lower 
parts. Tho mountain itself is fust seen in 
faint black streaks, whieh gradually widen 
till tho lines of snow growing small and fine, 
it is at last revealed in all its nakod majesty. 
Though I have seen nuinorous snow cap! 
mountains in Switzerland, the Pyren- 
ees, kc, I havo never witnessed one pre- 
senting, in this point of view, an appearance 
so remarkublo and so curious. In most casss 
whoio the snow melts olfit doos so in patch- 
es, but bore, probably owing to the shape of 
the mountain, it looks as if portions had been 
designedly removed, sons to leave tho white 
stripes porfcot and unbroken in their course 
down Iho sides j yet it is far from presenting 
anything like a stiff or formal appoarunoa,ttio 
lines from a distance seeming to graduate so 
as lo form a soft and harmonious whole. Near 
Kama-kurka, a placo said to havo boon the 
capital of tho whole ompire six hundred years 
ago, in soma of tho houses still left, iu the 
numorous tnmplos grouped together, wo find 
relics of its former groalnoss. iho latter, nino 
in number, extend over about twelve acres. 
Six ara built on tha level ground, ami Iho 
other three on an omineuco, to which we 
ascend by a very long flight of steps. Like 
the temple of Janus in the days of Roma's 
prida and glory, ono of thein, ofa vorycircular 
form, which is said to be u thousand yours 
old, is kept olosoil daring the time of peace,und 
open iu ease of war nt home or abroad. — A 
Ipdy's Visil lo Manilla and Japan.

Ven Winkls is a very wretched place, a- 
bout a dozen log-houses, nearly all of t ben i 
detestable grog shop?, whieh are the pest- 
houses of the minus, und tho haunt of tho 
rowdy and gamb!or. 1 determined to push 
on to William's Creek, ibu head-quarters of 
the mining operations of Cariboo. Tho «non 
was in the trtiil six feet deep, quite hard in 
the merning, but very soft in the middle of 
the day, making travelling exceedingly la- 
boiions. Thero wus a largo number of men 
employed in carrying provisions on their 
backs between Van Winkle and William's 
Creek, over this snow trail. Many of them 
carried as much as 130 lbs., und this, too, 
when at every step they sunk to the knee, 
and often to tho middle, iu the snow. Yott 
may judge of tho labour of such an under- 
taking whan I lull you that these men were as 
long us sixteen hours doing fourteen miles, 
and arrived at their journey's nnd looking like 
death itself. Many havo died from fever and 
lung complaints, brought ou by faliguo nnd 
exposure; and lam thankful that I was not 
compelled, by sheer neeossi'.y, to make a pack- 
horse of myself like those poor frfllows. Ou 
arriving at William's Creek i saw at once 
that tho clnincea of gelling work were small 
indce • . Hundreds of men were loafing 
about, most of them hardy miners, se'king 
employment, and I sought In vain for work 
of any kind ; nor was there any claim to be 
lukon or purchased except at an enormous 
price, Iho success of a few claims on the Greek 
making holders confident and firm in their 
prices. 

I returned to Lightning Crock, determined 
to risk my fortunes on it. 1 found my c a m 
in Iho Canadian Company all right— not the 
Canadian Company on Williams Creek which 
has taken out large sums, nnd the shares of 
which were worth S'20,000, but is not paying 
now. Tho man were preparing to go to 
work, and thoy wero considered the best, 
working company on the cieek. By agree- 
ment with the man I purchased of, my inter- 
est was worked by him nt a cost to me of $3 
ptr week. If gold was taken out of the mine 
ihon I bud to pay my shateof 810 per day. 
This is oalled " bed-rock pay." If the claim 
pays nothing, then your workman gels only 
his food. Being desirous of getting to work 
mysoll I managed lo secure a lull mining in- 
terest, 100 feet, in iho Noble Company's 
claim, on paying $-00 for a share ip tho cost 
of wutor wheel, sluice boxes, and oilier ma- 
chinery. Wo numbered fivo men, three of 
them old California miners, a friend ol mine 
and myself made up the number. We im- 
mediately set to work, propariug for the 
sinking of Iho shall. We built a huge dam 
lo keep the creek from overflowing us, cleared 
away all the drift logs und roots swept down 
by iho winter floods, dug a long tail race or 
drain, strengthened our flume and embank- 
ment, ull the time working iu water fo cold 
that Iho thouglit of it makes my logs and 
fingers ucho even now. Tho claims are all 
on a Bat, with hills on each side, and the sup- 
position is that there was ages ago n landslip 
from those hills causing tho creek to run in a 
new channel. Tho shafts ute sunk over what 
is thought to ba the old cha i not , and if you 
are luoky enough after sinking about lilty 
feet down, to come to tho old channel, you 
will probably find gold, if there is any on 
the ground at ull, llaviug dug our drains 
we prepared our shaft hole 18 feet long and 
10 wide, about sis fejt deep, 1 wo cribs or 
lugs shouldered into each other wero built 
inside Ibis, one for the water wheel, tho oth- 
er for the shaft. The shaft is a square bole 
feet by ■), timbered as you sink with planks 
:ij inches thick Whiub cost per foot, and 
have lo ba put in with great uoeuraoy, as the 
least bulging or crookedness may cause the 
■haft to "cave in." From tbo very begin- 
ning we hid to fight hard agninst the surface 
water, und we triod nil sous of devices to 
keep it out, at c< midsrable expense, but to 
no purpose. Wo worked very hard from 7 a. 
m. to G p. m. ovary day, and with great exer- 
lions, by the 20th July bad git down about 
26 feet. It was slow work, on a:c mnt of tha 
water ; and as part of my duty was lo be in 
the shaft, filling the bnokots when baling, I 
had a pi'et'y wet lime of it. Finally, just as 
we ware iu great hopes at the thought of 
having got through tho wotst of tho work, 
wo camo to a quicksand, one of tha rno-t 
difficult and expensive things to work 
through that ever cama across unforlunate 
miners. Tho end soon came. There being 
no support for tha bottom planks, of course 
they Bank into tho sand, loosenod tho top 
planks, and rendered Ihe whole fabric so un- 
safe that it became ns inuuh as a man's life 
was worth to go down into it. Tho snrfaco- 
water began also to corne in to such a deu'reo 
that further forking was rendered impossi- 
ble, and on iho afternoon of tho 22nd July 
tho water burst in at 6ueh n rate that Iho 
shaft filled right up to tho lop — so quickly, 
indeed, that we had not even time lo save 
some luols which happened to bo at the bot- 
tom. In fact, it was a total wreck, and we 
clearly saw that our labor and money were 
lost. ludced, tho day after this wo stopped 
operations altogether, having no funds to go 
on wilh another shaft, tho company was 
broken up, and so ended this unfortunate 
busines?. 

I regret to say my oilier oluim wits not a 
whit less un luoky, They go 1 , the shaft down 
ubout forty feot, and would probably in fivo 
feet more have found the old channel, but 
they came lo a spring of water which filled 
the shalt anil stopped the work. Juit as I 
left tho mines tho company had fixed a 
water-wheel and elevating pump, and were 
going to work agaiu ; but I think there is 
little chance of fieir being successful. 
During all this time I lived in a small cQtlou 
tent, by no moans a pleasant abode, espec- 
ially in wet| weather. Living of the oonrsesl 
description — bouna, bacm, bread, nnd tea — 
cjst $.'l to St per diem, It is the awful 
samoness of food which is so nauso.tt'ng. 
My friend F. lived with mo, and I ns.-ureyou 
it wus a groal comfort to have wilh ma such 
a thorough good fellow, I am vary sorry be 
has bsen so unlucky, having worked all lust 
season and sunk nearly £1,000 in these 
claims. Such are tho vicissitudes of a 
miner's life, r *nd in Caiiboo the percentage of 
lucky men is exceedingly small. Afier onr 
claim — to use a nprnmou expression — had 
" fizzled," I wool out prospeoting on other 
croeks toi a few days, but (mind nothing ex- 
cept two minuto grains af gold which I 
ouclose.

Mr. Ruskin on Enijlish Neutrality. 

Tho following cliamclorislic lottor has 
bcou received from Mr. Raskin ai un apol- 
ogy for nut utteruliiiir. u meeting at the Liver- 
pool Institute, on Thursday last, for t lie ilis 
irioutiuu of prizes awarded by tlie Dopar;- 
rnentof Science and Art ; 

Zurcb, 25th Ojt., 1863. 
"Sin, — I bus tn acknowledge your favor of 
tho '2l):li of October, My health i!oh3 not 
n.,w admit of my taking nuri frequently in 
public business ; yet I should have held it a 
duly tu accept the invitation of the directors 
of tlio Liverpool Institute, but that, lor tho 
time being, my temper i3 at Inult as well us 
my health, and I am wholly unable to go ou 
With any of my proper work, owing to tie 
liorror and shaniu with which I regard the 
political position taken, or rather Bunk into, 
by England in her foreign relations— espe- 
cially in tha ullairs of Italy and Poland. 
What these mat tors have to do with art may 
j not al first b» clear, hut I may, perhaps., make 
lit so by a short similitude. Suppose 1 had , 
| been engaged by! an English gentleman to I 
give lectures on art to Ins son. Matters at 
first go smoothly, and I am diligent in my 
definitions of line anil color, until one Sunday 
inoroing, nt breakfa.it time, a ticket-of-lcave 
man takos a fancy to murder a girl in tha roud 
leading round tlio lawn bofuro the hou t 
windows. My patron, hearing the screams, 
puis down his paper, adjusts his spectacles, 
slowly apprehends what is goiuy on, and 
rings tho bell for his smallest footman. 'John, 
take rny card and compliments to ihe gentle- 
man outside the hedge, and tell him that his 
procneilings aro abnormal, and, I may add, lo i 
nil p rsonalfy-ofleosive. Had thai road passed 
through my property, I should havo felt it my 
duly to interfere.' .luhn takes the card arid 
returns with it ; the tioket of-loavo man tin— 
islles his work ut his leisure ; but tho screams 
ceasing as ho (ills the girl's mouth with clay, 
tho English gentleman returns to his inullitiH, 
and congratulates himself on having ' kept 
out of that muss.' Presently afterwards he 
sends for ma to know if 1 shall be ready lo 
lecture on Monday, I am somewhat nervous, 
ami answer — I tear rudely — 'Sir, your son is 
a good lad ; and I hope he will grow to bo a 
man — but, for the present I cannot teach him 
anything. I should like, indeed, to teach you 
something, but have no words yet forthe les- 
son.' Which, indeed, I have nut. If I say 
any word on .such niattors, people a-.k me, 
' Would I have the country to go to war ? do 
I know how dreadful a thing war is V Yes, 
truly, I know it, I like war as ill as ino.U peo- 
ple ; so ill, that I would not spend twenty 
millions a year io rcnliiii^ inachiues for it, 
neither my holidays nnd pocket money in 
playing at it; yet I would have iho country 
go to war, with haste, in a good quarrel ; and, 
which is perhaps eceontrie iu uie, rather in 
another's quarrel than in her own. Wo say 
of ourselves, complacently, that we will not 
go to war for an idea ; but Iho phrase inter- 
preted means only, tbet we will go to war for 
a hale of goods, but not lor justice nor for 
mercy; and I would ask you to favor me so 
far us to read this letter lo tho students at 
y.nir meeting, and say to them that I heartily 
wish them well; but for tho present I am too 
sail to be ol any senieo to them ; that our 
wars in China and Japan aro not likely to 
furnish good subjects lor historical pictures ; 
'ideas' happened, unfortunately, to be, in 
art the principal things, and that a country 
which will not fight for its ideas is not likely 
to have anything worth painting. 1 have the 
honor to be, sir, your faithful servant, 

J. Ruskin."
